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Under the correct leadership of the Party Central Committee, our peo- 
ple successfully accomplished the historic task of the Five-Year Plan set 
forth by the Third Congress of our Party and have made great strides in 
the country’s socialist construction. 


With the completion during the Five-Year Plan period of the co-op- 
erativization of agriculture and the socialist transformation of private 
trade and industry, undivided sway of the socialist production relations 
was established in town and country and the productive forces were 
freed finally from all fetters of old society. 


Thanks to the intensive labour struggle of the entire working people 
rallied around the Party, socialist construction entered a period of big 
upsurge, and the stupendous tasks of the Five-Year Plan were fulfilled in 
iwo and a half years in total industrial output value and in all fields of 
the national economy in four years. 


A powerful heavy industry with a-modern machine-building industry 
as the core as well as light industry was built, and the foundation of social- 
ist industrialization was laid. As a result, our country has been converted 
in a short period into an industrial-agricultural country with the founda- 
tion of a self-supporting national economy. 


With the triumph of socialism and the speedy rise in production, the 
people’s life was completely healed of war wounds and the problems ol 
food, clothing and housing for the people were solved in the main. 


All these results achieved in the socialist revolution and socialist 
construction signify a great victory for the policy of our Party which has 
steadfastly held to the Marxist-Leninist principles and creatively applied 
them to Korean reality. 


The Congress notes with great satisfaction that the Central Commit- 
tee of our Party headed by Comrade Kim I! Sung has victoriously carri- 
ed out the task of building the foundations of socialism by laying down 
the most correct policy and line in each period of the economic develop- 
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ment of our country and by skillfully organizing and mobilizing the in- 
exhaustible creative energy of the working masses. 


Bright prospects are opened up before our people who have scaled 
the first height in the building of socialism. As a result of the tremen- 
dous successes achieved in the carrying out of the Five-Year Plan, our 
Party and our people have come to embark on the fulfilment of the new 
grand programme of the Seven-Year Plan to ascend the high eminence 
of socialism. 


Having heard and discussed Comrade Kim II’s Report on the Seven- 
Year Plan (1961-67) for the Development of the National Economy olf 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, the Congress considers the 
draft control figures for the Séven-Year Plan formulated by the Party 
Central Committee correct and fully consistent with the actual demands 
of socialist construction. 


The Congress entrusts the Party Central Committee and the Cabinet 
of the Republic to put the Control Figures for the Seven-Year Plan to 
the nation-wide discussion and, on the basis of the opinions of the broad 
masses, draw up a draft law on the Seven-Year Plan for the Develop- 
ment of the National Economy to submit to the Supreme People’s Assem- 
bly for consideration. 


I. CARDINAL TASKS OF THE SEVEN-YEAR PLAN 


The cardinal tasks of the Seven-Year Plan for the Development of 
the National Economy are to effect all-round technical reconstruction and 
cultural revolution relying on the triumphant socialist system and bring 
about a radical improvement in the people’s living. 


Technical revolution is the primary demand in the socio-economic 
development of our country at present. 


For the building of a complete socialist society transformation of pro- 
duction relations alone is not enough; socialist industrialization and the 
technical reconstruction of the national economy must be effected. Only 
with the implementation of the technical revolution is it possible to 
highly develop the productive forces of the country and produce more 
wealth while making work easier and ensure the ultimate victory for the 
new social system. 


During the Seven-Year Plan period, we must accomplish socialist 
industrialization so as to equip all branches of the national economy with 
modern technique, firmly build up the material and technical foundations 
of socialism and turn our country into an advanced socialist industrial 
country. 


For the successful accomplishment of the technical revolution, the 
cultural revolution should be pushed forward at the same time. Only 
when the cultural and technical standards of the entire working people 
are raised considerably and scientific and technical forces expanded in a 
big way, can we put the national economy on the basis of the latest tech- 
nique and bring about an overall upsurge in production and culture. 


The people’s material and cultural standards must be improved radi- 
cally during the Seven-Year Plan period. Our Party has already solved 
the basic problems for the people’s life by eliminating the source of ex- 
dloitation and poverty and promoting productive forces. 


It is our urgent task to raise the living of the entire people to such 
a high standard as commensurate with socialist society. 


For the successful fulfilment of the cardinal tasks of the Seven-Year 
Plan, we should steadfastly maintain the Party’s line of ensuring 
priority growth of heavy industry with simultaneous development of 
light industry and agricujture and developing science and culture exten- 
sively. 

Only by continuously carrying out the line whose vitality has been 
confirmed in practice in the socialist construction of our country can we 
make a decisive advance in the socialist industrialization, rapidly develop 
all branches of the national economy and bring about an epochal impro- 
vement in the people’s living during the Seven-Year Plan period. 

Taking into account the present condition and future prospects of 
the economic development in our country, we must develop the national 
economy on the following specific lines in the first three years and the 
next four years of the Seven-Year Plan: In the first half of the Seven- 
Year Plan, the already created heavy industry bases will be further re- 
plenished and used more effectively, and on this basis, efforts will be con- 
centrated on speedily developing light industry and agriculture to bring 
about a radical improvement in the people’s living. In the latter half of 
the period, stress will be laid on further expanding the heavy industry 
bases and improving their technical equipment to definitely reinforce the 
material-technical basis of socialism, while further improving the peo- 
ple’s living. 


A high rate of development must be continuously maintained in our 
forward movement in order to make a new, great leaping stride in build- 
ing a new society. Only by keeping up the Chullima speed in production 
and construction created by the big upsurge of socialist construction can 
we successfully fulfil the tasks of the Seven-Year Plan and accelerate a 
complete victory of socialism and the peaceful unification of the country. 


Il. INDUSTRY 


The Seven-Year Plan is a plan of socialist industrialization and 
over-all technical reconstruction. We must do our utmost to consolidate 
further the basis for industrialization already created and to equip all 
branches of the national economy with up-to-date techniques. 


The central task to be tackled in the field of industry is to establish, 
by perfecting the structure of industrial production and reinforcing its 
technical basis substantially, a system of self-supporting industry which 
possesses firm raw material base of its own and which is developed in a 
many-sided way and fully equipped with up-to-date techniques. 

In the Seven-Year Plan period, gross industrial output value should 
be increased approximately 3.2-fold, of which the production of the means 
of production should be 3.2-fold and consumer goods 3.1-fold. 


1, HEAVY INDUSTRY 


The successiul implementation of the Seven-Year Plan depends, first 
of all, on the development of heavy industry, which is the centre of in- 
dustrialization and the foundation of the country’s economic might. 


The prime task facing heavy industry is to properly consolidate and 
expand the existing factories, build more factories and mills so as to make 
good the deficiency of heavy industry and add flesh to its skeleton, so 
{o speak, and further, to expand the heavy industry bases in a big way. 
In the field of heavy industry efforts should be concentrated on develop- 
ing machine-building, chemical, ferrous-metal and fuel-power industries 
which are essential for the overall technical reconstruction and improve- 
ment of the people's living. 


The volume of production of major heavy industry goods in 1967 
should attain the following level:

Priority should be given to the development of 


power industry in order to meet the requirements for power which are 
fast growing in parallel with the progress of modern industry and to ac- 
celerate the electrification of the country. 


We must correctly carry out the policy of the Party with regard to 
the rational combination of the construction of hydraulic and thermal 


power stations. 


It is only through the coordinated construction of hydraulic and 
thermal power stations that we can sharply increase the generating ca- 
pacity in a short period, overcome the onesidedness of our power indus- 
try which leans upon hydraulic power and consolidate the power bases 
qualitatively. 

In the plan period the generating capacity should be increased to 
3,380,000 kw, of which therme-power should hold a considerably bigger 
proportion. 


The construction of the Kangge Power Station with a capacity of 
246,000 kva and the Woonbong Power Station with a capacity of 400,000 
kva should be completed in the first half of the plan period. In the latter 
half the constructicn of the Sudoosoo Power Station with a capacity of 
451,000 kva should be completed .and the construction of the Bochun 
power station with an estimated capacity of 1,000,000 kva started. 


Along with this, we should complete the first stage project of the 
Bookchang Thermal Power Station to secure a generating capacity of 
400,000 kw, and build in Pyongyang a 400,000 kw-capacity thermal 
power station which will provide facilities for central heating system, ana 
build many factory thermal power stations that will utilize extra or waste 
heat. 

The state should concentrate on the building of big-scale power sta- 
tious. On the other hand, many medium and small power stations using 
irrigalion reservoirs and small rivers should be built in the provinces to 
fuily satisfy local requirements for electricity. It is important to 
consolidate the existing power bases and utilize their capacities to the 
utmost. The hydraulic and thermal power generating equipment should be 
perfected to further raise their utilization rate and, especially, the con- 
trol of water be improved ai the hydropower stations. 


With the creation and expansion of power bases and industrial dis- 
tricts, the power systems should be adjusted more rationally so as to 
raise the circulating capacity of electricity according to areas. 


A vigorous struggle should be waged for the rational use and econo- 
mization of electricity as a movement of the whole Party and the whole 
nation. In all branches of the national economy, the consumption norm 
of electricity should be lowered and the loss of electricity in transmission 
decisively reduced, and, above ali, an immediate measure should be 
taken for those industrial branches which consume much electricity to 
go over to. new technical processes of using less electric power. 

Coal Industry: In the coal industry, efforts should be concentrated 
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on the technical reconstruction of major coal mines so that production 
per mine and per pit could be increased considerably. 


In the Seven-Year Plan period more than 10 local mines with a ca- 
pacity of over one million tons each should be opened throughout the 
country, of which the capacity of the Shinchang coal mine will be in- 
creased to 3 million tons, and Ryongdeung coal mine to 2.5 million tons 
and the Aoji, Anjoo and Kowon coal mines to more than 2 million tons 
each. 


The high speed tunnelling movement should be extended and develop- 
ed and priority be given to the pit construction to increase the stockpiles 
of coal. On the other hand, the work of building permanent major pits, 
which is the basis of the technical reconstruction at the coal mine, should 
be basically completed. Advanced hewing methods suited to our geologi- 
cal conditions should be actively introduced to increase the extraction 
rate by more than 80 per cent and the mechanization of hewing, drilling, 
loading and conveying work be promoted. 

To make up the shortage of prop timber which has become atute as 
a result of the rapid growth of coal output, positive measures should be 
taken to save prop timber by introducing concrete and iron props or 
manifold plywood props. 

We should continue to direct serious attention to the labour safety 
measures. The ventilation system should be established and explosion- 
»yroof installations reinforced: At the same time production culture should 
be enhanced constantly. 

Metal Industry: To ensure a smooth supply of large quantities of 
iron for the manufacture of machines and equipment and for capital 
construction, we must develop the metal-working industry, particularly, 
ferrous metals industry on a big scale. 


In the first half of the plan period, the existing enterprises should be 
reinforced so as to increase the steel-making and rolling capacities cor- 
responding to the iron smelting capacity, the assortments and specifica- 
tions of steel be expanded and, above all, the output of duplex-process 
goods be markedly increased. The Hwanghai Iron Works should be re- 
plenished by a converter shop and a blooming and rolling shop, the 
Sungjin Steel Works by a sheet iron shop and a roughing shop, and the 
Kangsun Steel Works by a new seamless pipe shop. 

In the latter half of the plan period, the existing metallurgical bases 


should be extended on a large scale and new metal-working factories be 
built. 


With the aim of turning the Kim Chaik Iron Works in the coming 19 
years into the largest metallurgical base in our country with an annual 
production capacity of three million tons of steel, we will first reconstruct 
and expand it by 1967 into a metallurgical combine with an annual ca- 
pacity of 1.8 million tons of steel. In order to dispose rationally of the 
dust ore produced in the areas along ihe west coast, a new shop for con- 
linuous steel-making from granulated iron must be built at the Kangsun 
Steel Works. To economize coke and develop the metallurgical industry 
with domestic coal, ferro-coke, ball iron and reduced iron should be acti- 
vely introduced and, at the same time, the method of oxygen blasting be 
widely applied to the metallurgical furnaces. 

In the production of steel, the proportion of converter steel should be 
increased considerably during the plan period by building many convert- 
ers with higher productivity and less construction costs compared with 
open-hearth furnaces. 

In the production of fire-proof materials, the ratio of production of 
various hard fire-proof materials should be raised and the output of 
magnesia clinker be increased in every way to reach 1,350,000 tons and 
more in 1967. 


In the field ot the non-ferrous metals industry, the production capa- 
city of the existing smelteries should be expanded to increase the output 
of copper, lead and zinc, etc., and new non-ferrous rolling mills be built 
to satisfy the requirements for various non-ferrous rolled metals. In the 
plan period the output of copper should be increased 2.5 times, lead 1.8 
times and zinc 1.6 times. 

We should increase the output of special metals such as nickel, co- 
palt, and molybdenum and of various rare metals such as germanium 
and indium needed to produce up-to-date machines and instruments as 
well as chemical equipment. 

To satisfy the requirements for light metals on our own, an alumini- 
um industry with an annual capacity of 20,000 tons should be created to 
process nepheline comprehensively. For the purpose of meeting the de- 
mand for mineral ores which grows rapidly as a result of the develop- 
ment of the metal-working industry, the existing mines should be further 
expanded, their technical equipment be improved and more new mines 
be opened. 

The Moosan Mine should be reconstructed and expanded into 
a larger modern mine to raise its ore heading capacity to 3.5 million 
tons by 1967, and new iron cre mining bases including Dukhyun and 
Songam be established in the western area. 
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For the rapid increase in the output of alloy steel, the exploitation 
of the Booyun Nickel Mine should be accelerated and the output of 
tungsten be further increased by expanding or exploiting the Mannyun 
and Kyungsoo Mines. 

In the production of non-ferrous minerals, big mines as well as me- 
dium and small mines should be developed extensively and the ore-dress- 
ing capacity be raised 2.2 times. 

The Ryongyang Magnesite Mine and graphite mines should be de- 
veloped on a big scale. 


All mines should widely introduce advanced mining and concentrat- 
ing methods so as to markedly raise the extraction rate and the actual 
concentration rate. Geological survey should precede the extraction in- 
dustry and its volume of work should be raised more than three times in 
the plan period. 


We must. concentrate efforis on investigating into the depths and the 
vicinities of the existing ore and coal mines to secure enough reserve de- 
posits and, at the same time, carry on the surveying and prospecting work 
in the underdeveloped areas of Samsoo, Joonggang and Chosan, etc. 


Geological force and technical equipment must be reinforced, the 
work of drawing geological maps be stepped up and progressive methods 
such as air and geophysical survey be introduced broadly. 


Machine-building Industry: Machine-building industry is the heart of 
heavy industry and the basis of technical progress. Today the machine- 
building industry is confronted with the colossal task of producing modern 
machines and equipment for the realization of mechanization of agri- 
culture, local industry, fishing industry, construction, transport and 
other domains, for the broad introduction of automation in the widest 
possible fields, for the electrification of the country and for the application 
of chemistry in the national economy. 


The heavy machines and precision instruments industry should 
be expanded and new industries producing automatic apparatuses, elec- 
tronic instruments and measuring intruments be created. Our machine- 
building industry should decisively go over from the stage of producing 
separate machines and equipment to the new stage of turning out com- 
prehensive sets of equipment for big, modern factories. 


The machine-building and metal-working industries should increase 
their output 3.3 times in the plan period. 


For the consolidation of the machine-building industry bases, the ex- 
isting factories should be expanded, general machine factories in the pro- 
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vinces and local medium and small machine factories be reconstructed 
with up-to-date techniques; heavy machine factories, including high ten- 
sion instruments and building machine factories, and factories producing 
measuring instruments, electron tubes and wireless apparatuses be ex- 
panded or newly built. 


For the purpose of satislying the rapidly growing requirements for 
machines, equipment and machine parts, light industry, fishing industry, 
transport and capital construction must further reinforce their own ma- 
chine producing bases and the capacity of repairing machines. 

In the field cf the machine-building industry, advanced technical pro- 
cesses should be introduced, mechanization be realized speedily and auto- 
mation be effected widely. 


In the production of machines, pressing and stamping should be 
widely introduced, and casting be mechanized. In the production of vari- 
ous standard goods, automobiles and tractors, automatic machine tools as 
well as automatic lines should be introduced extensively. 


What is important in raising the utility rate of equipment, in eco- 
nomizing labour and materials and in enhancing the quality of machines 
is the extensive introduction of specialization and co-operation. Specializa- 
tion in the production of castings, forgings, standard goods and special 
accessories should widen its range; the system of specialization be estab- 
lished gradually in the production of finished goods and, at the same 
time, the organization of co-operative production be improved and its dis- 
cipline be strengthened. 


The capacity of designing machines should be raised; designing be 
specialized; more light, efficient and modern machines and equipment be 
designed and produced in conformity to the actual conditions of our 
country. 


Chemical Industry: It is the urgent demand arising from the develop- 
nient of our national economy to advance a modern chemical industry ex- 
tensively so as to establish firm raw material bases of light industry and 
realize the wide use of chemicals in agriculture. 

The output value of chemical products will increase 5 times in the 
plan period. 


The existing chemical industrial base in the east coast area should be 
further consolidated, and a new, large chemical industrial base be estab- 
lished in the west coast area with the Bakchun district as the centre. 

In view of the fact that arable land is limited and cotton cultivation 
is unfavourable, efforts should be geared to producing chemical fibres. 
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The construction of the Chungjin and Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre Fac- 
tories should be accelerated so as to secure an annual capacity of 50,000 
tons of artificial fibres. Along with this, the annual capacity of the vinalon 
factory should be extended to 30,000 tons, and a vichlon factory with a ca- 
pacity of 10,000 tons be built in Hamheung district. 

The production of vinyl chloride and synthetic resins such as phenol, 
urea and melamine should be rapidly expanded and a synthetic rubber 
iactory with a capacity of 20,000 tons and a tyre factory be newly built. 

With a view to settling up in Aoji district a crude oil processing base 
with a capacity of two million tons, its first stage project should be com- 
pleted by 1967 to create a capacity of processing one million tons. 

For the general application of chemistry in agriculture, various 
chemical fertilizers, agricultural chemicals and chemical fodder should be 
produced in large quantities. 

While extending the existing production base of fertilizers, many new 
lertilizer factories producing phosphate ammonium sulphate, fused phos- 
phate, urea and liquid ammonium should be newly built, and various in- 
secticides and disinfectants such as hexachlorine, Zineb, D.D.T. and 
weed-killing chemicals like pentaclor phenol, Cimadin, 2.4-D, etc., and 
stimulants of growth and chemical fodder be produced in abundance. 

The acid and alkali industries, the basic supply line of raw materials 
ior the chemical industry, should be rapidly developed and the production 
of salt be further expanded and its output be increased more than 3.2 
times. Furthermore, the output of various dyestuffs, paints, pigment and 
antiseptions should be increased and the production of synthetic abluent 
be newly organized. 

The output of medicines will be increased 5 times in the plan period. 
Herb pharmacy and the variety of long prepared medicines and synthetic 
medicines should be expanded, and the production of antibiotic medicines 
be organized to meet the requirements for various medicines. 


Building Materials and Timber Industries: In order to carry out 
enormous capital construction as envisaged in the Seven-Year Plan, the 
production of cement and other building materials and sections and parts 
should be further developed. 

While reconstructing and expanding the existing cement factories, 
new ones must be built and demand for cement be met according to diffe- 
ret use and specifications. 

In the plan period the output of prefabricated parts should reach 
1,880,000 cu. m. and the share of large-sized, light sections and parts be 
constantly raised. To increase the output of sheet glass and ceramics for 
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the building projects, a glass factory with an annual capacity of four mil- 
lion sq. m. should be built in Haijoo district and sanitary ware factories 
be built both in Pyongyang and in the east and west coast areas, Felt 
paper mills and fixture factories should be expanded, specialization and 
standardization be effected in production and the variety of products be 
further increased. 

To economize ircn and timber in the production of building materials 
and reduce construction costs, the production of building materials from 
synthetic resins should be organized, and local raw materials such as 
stone and weathered granite be widely utilized. 

In the field of the timber industry, profound concern should be direct- 
ed to the maximum economy and comprehensive utilization of timber. 

In the field of timber production and lumbering, we must further raise 
the rate of actual returns and, at the same time, by making effective use 
of wood by-products increase in 1967 the output of wood shavings board 
to 500,006 cu. m. and wood-fibre board to 30,000 tons. 


2. LIGHT INDUSTRY 


One of the most important tasks in the Seven-Year Plan is to develop 
substantially light industry so as to fully satisfy the ever-growing require- 
ments of the people for consumer goods. 

In the first three years of the Seven-Year Plan period, we must con- 
centrate our efforts on developing light industry so as to considerably en- 
large the variety of daily necessaries, decisively improve their quality. 

In the production of consumer goods, the Party line of developing the 
large-scale central industry parallel with the medium and small local in- 
dustries must be continuously implemented. The existing factories should 
be expanded and new, large factories be built in the central industry and 
mechanization be completed in the local industries at an earliest possible 
date. At the same time daily necessaries shops attached to heavy industry 
enterprises must be kept in good shape and expanded, and house-work 
teams be widely organized and brought into operation. 

In 1967, the output of major consumer goods is to rise as follows:

Textile Industry: Textile industry should produce large quantities of 
fabrics made from chemical fibres such as vinalon, vichlon and staple 
fibre on the basis of the domestic raw material resources and further ex- 
pand the production of silk and woolen fabrics and hemp cloth so as to 
fully solve the clothing question for the population. 

The variety of fabrics should be improved in accordance with the 
demand of the population, and the ratio of production of twisted yarn 
tabrics and other fabrics of high grade be further raised. The production 
of high-quality mixed-spun textiles, suit and overcoat materials should be 
rapidly increased on the basis of mass production of chemical fibres, and 
the production of clothing be developed extensively. 

In order to develop the textile industry, we must increase the total 
number of spindles to one million and more during the plan period. In 
the first three years, the existing textile mills, particularly local textile 
mills, should be re-equipped with modern technique and the production 
space be utilized to the maximum, and in the latter half of the plan period, 
cotton textile mills with 50,000-100,000 spindles, woolen textile mills with 
30,000 spindles and flax mills with 15,000 spindles should be newly built. 

The composition, designs and colour of fabrics should be constantly 
improved to suit the taste of the population. Advanced dyeing methods 
should he introduced and the quality of products be considerably improv- 
ed by broadly applying the finishing processes of fabrics. 

We tmust satisfy the requirements for various underwear and hosiery 
by rapidly increasing the production of knit goods and gradually raise the 
ratio of knit woolen goods, nylon and other synthetic fibre goods. 


Food Processing Industry: It is one of the urgent tasks to develop 
food processing industry and make the living of the people more conveni- 
ent and bountiful and to free women from the culinary work. 

Emphasis should be put on the production of subsidiary foodstuffs 
while developing the production of various processed staple foodstuffs, 
spices and soft drinks in diverse ways in accordance with local conditions. 
During the plan period the production of processed foodstuffs should be 
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increased 3.2 times, of which processed meat will grow 4.8 times, proces- 
sed fruits 12 times and soft drinks 9 times. 

Bean, corn embryo and ali the other oil resources should be exten- 
sively utilized to solve the problem of edible oil; processed meat and pro- 
cessed dairy products be turned out in greater quantities. 

To meet the demand for vegetables, fruits and marine products all the 
year round, refrigerating and drying capacities of the food processing face 
tories in every province should be enlarged along with the extensive estab- 
lishment of small-scale canning and bottling shops. 

Soy sauce, bean mash and peppered bean mash must be produced in 
quantities and their variety extended; facilities for processing maize and 
other grains must be increased so as to meet the demand of the entire peo- 
ple including the rural population in an industrial way. 

The net output in grain cleaning should be further increased, and in 
corn processing measures for its comprehensive utilization should be in- 
tensified. 

More nourishments for children should be turned out, and the pro- 
duction of cold drinks as well as wine and fruit liquor should be 
increased. 

Pulp and Paper-making Industry: In keeping with the requirements 
of the cultural revolution, paper industry should be rapidly developed to 
satisfy fully the growing demand for paper. 

The -production of newsprint and other printing and writing papers 
should be expanded, while increasing the variety of high-grade printing 
paper and special industrial paper and rapidly augmenting the production 
of kraft paper and various card-board. Within two or three years the 
capacity of pulp. production in central paper mills should be raised to 
more than 150,000 tons, and new paper mills and shops including Hesan 
and Moosan kraft paper mills with a production capacity of 20,000 tons 
each should be built. 

To solve the pulp problem in a far-sighted way, new reed fields should 
be reclaimed, and pulp wood forests created, while the production of 
scrap-wood pulp should be continuously expanded through the extenssve 
exploration and mobilization of local raw material sources and the. pro- 
portion of its utilization in paper production considerably increased. 

Daily Necessaries Industry: During the plan period the output oi 
daily necessaries should be increased 4.2 times. 

Handy and pretty daily necessaries should be turned out in quanti- 
ties by using synthetic resin, and at the same time the production of daily 
necessaries made of iron, wood and grass should be steadily developed. 
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Modern furniture factories should be built and expanded so as to 
rapidly increase the production of various kinds of furniture which will be 
in harmony with new houses in cities and villages and will suit the 
customs of the people. Further, refrigerators, washing machines, sewing 
machines and bicycles as well as ceramics, enamelware, glassware and 
aluminiumware should be produced in quantities; and production of cul- 
tural goods such as radios, carneras, records and watches, of stationeries, 
musical instruments, athletic equipment and sports goods, toys and toilet 
articles should be further developed. 

The production of hats and footwear should be rapidly expanded, 
and especially up-to-date shce-miaking factories should be built so that 
the proportion of leather shoes and imitation leather shoes should be sub- 
stantially enhanced. 

In the field of light industry emphasis should be continually put on 
the development of local industry and thus its output value increased 3.2 
times in the plan period. For this. purpose, the technical equipment of local 
industry should be reinforced, the categories of its production rearranged, 
specialization by the variety of products effected step by step and, in keep- 
ing with new conditions, the management system developed in which 
parent factories are organized according to categories of business, each 
taking care of mills of the same category as its branch factories. 

All the local industry factories should take an active part in the 
movement to create raw material bases by turning hills and seas to good 
account and should take measures to utilize more rationally various wild 
taw materials, old and waste materials. 


3. FISHING INDUSTRY 


It is of great significance in improving people’s life to further in- 
crease the output of marine products by tapping the rich resources of 
the sea. 

Its material and technical foundations should be consolidated; a 
scientific system of fishing operations be established; deep-sea and 
pelagic fisheries be correctly combined with inshore fishery; fish culture 
and breeding be developed on a large scale. The output of 
marine products should be raised to 830,000 tons in 1963 and 1,200,000 
tons in 1967. 

During the Seven-Year Plan period the fishing industry will be sup- 
plied with a great number of large and medium fishing vessels including 
270-1,200 ton trawlers and 3,500-10,000 ton refrigerator carrier-vessels 
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and processing base-ships, and the number of motorized fishing boats 
will be increased 8.8 times and displacement tonnage, more than 6.8 
times. 

In order to ensure the mobility of fishing work, sailboats should be 
motorized within two or three years and arduous and labour-consuming 
work mechanized, thus going over gradually to a comprehensive me- 
chanization. 

Fishing tackle factories should be expanded so as to increase their 
net-making capacity 3.3 times and rope-making capacity 2 times during 
the plan period, and chemical fibre and synthetic resin should be widely 
used for fishing-tackle production. 

Chungjin, Kim Chaik, and Nampo fishing ports should be recondition- 
ed and expanded; Sinpo harbour should be turned into a powerful fishing 
base on the east coast. 

In order to catch more fish by scientific means, specialized detecting 
teams equipped with modern technique should be organized, and fishing 
boats be equipped with shoal detectors, and the radio communication and 
aerial commanding system strengthened. 

Along with this, methods of fishing operations ensuring high produc- 
tivity including electric light fishing should be introduced and the struc- 
ture of fishing tackle constantly improved. Fish breeding and culture 
should be conducted as a mass movement throughout the country to 
bring their output to over 400,000 tons during the plan period. 

While expanding bases for fish breeding and culture, deep attention 
should be paid to protecting and multiplying maritime resources. 

The capacity of refrigerating marine products should be enhanced 
and the industrialization of marine products processing including drying 
work accelerated. 

In order to consolidate fishermen’s co-operatives organizationally 
and economically, the state should continue to give them material and 
technical assistance and take measures to elevate the cultural and tech- 
nical level of the cooperative members. 


Iii. AGRICULTURE 


The central task set before agriculture during the Seven-Year Plan 
period is to bring about a new all-round upsurge in agricultural produc- 
tion by accelerating technical reconstruction. 
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It is the mechanization of agriculture that takes the most important 
place in the technical revolution in our country at present. Only by re- 
placing the backward farming technique with modern machinery can we 
develop agricultural productive forces rapidly, consolidate the co-opera- 
tive farming and radically improve the living of the peasants. 

The overall mechanization of farming should be completed by pro- 
periy combining large-, medium- and small-sized tractors and various 
types of farm machines in conformity with terrain features. 

Comprehensive mechanization should be introduced in the growing 
of non-paddy crops such as wheat and maize; mechanization level in 
paddy growing should be raised in every way; and in the spheres of 
stock farming, pomiculture and sericulture, too, mechanization should be 
actively pushed forward. To this end, during the plan period, modern 
machines and equipment including 70,000 tractors (in terms of 15 h.p. 
units), 13,000 lorries, and various types of farm machines should be pro- 
duced on a mass scale and supplied to the countryside, a farm machine 
station should be set up in each county. With a view to raising the utili- 
ty rate of farm machines, tractor repair plants and parts manufacturing 
factories should be expanded, and farm machine stations should fully 
equip their repairing facilities. 

Irrigation is an important guarantee for high and stable harvest. 
Multiplying the achievements made in irrigation, we must carry on a big- 
scale irrigation work, afforestation and water conservancy. 

The large-scale irrigation works in the Yalu River basin and the ir- 
rigation projects now under way in the Chungdan and Shinge areas 
should be completed by 1964, while the large-scale project in the Ryong- 
yun, Hwangjoo and the Ryesung-gang River areas as well as medium- 
and small-scale irrigation projects in various districts should be 
carried on, thus expanding the paddy fields to 700,000 jungbo during the 
plan period. 

Large-scale conservancy of the Namdaichun River in Kiljoo, the 
Sungchun-gang River in Hamheung and other major rivers along the 
east coast, and the repair and drainage projects on medium and small 
rivers should be pushed forward. 


Rapid increase in agricultural production requires the further exten- 
sion of arable areas through reclamation of land. 

With the far-reaching aim of obtaining a million jungbo of new land 
within the coming 10 years, great nature-remaking projects should be 
energetically pushed ahead to reclaim the tideland along the west coast 
as well as hillocks and plateaus in all parts of the country. 
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In the tidelarid along the west coast, including Shin-do island, Shin- 
mi-do island, areas between Moonduk and Sookchun, areas between On- 
chun and Nampo, and Ryongdangpo, 50,000 jungbo of arable land and 
over 10,000 jungbo of reed and salt fields should be newly reclaimed, while 
40,000 jungbo of uncultivated land on the Baikmoo Plateau and over 
400,000 jungbo of hillocks in different provinces should be opened up, thus 
bringing the total acreage of arable land from 2,000,000 jungbo to 
2,500,000 jungbo during the plan period. 

By rapidly developing all branches of agricultural production, with 
the accent on grain cultivation, the total agricultural output should in- 
crease 2.4 times during the plan period, and by 1967 the output of major 
agricultural produce and animal products should reach the following 
level:

Grain and Industrial Crop Production: A steep rise in the grain pro- 
duction is one of the most important tasks of the Seven-Year Plan. 


Fire siould be concentrated on the grain production to bring its an- 
nual output to a 5,000,000 tons mark during the first three years, and to 
a 6,600,000 tons mark by 1967. 


Especially, paddy cultivation should be pushed up to the mark up- 
wards of 3,000,000 tons by 1967 so that the entire population may live on 
Tice. 

Fibre crops, oil bearing crops, tobacco, sugar beet, ginseng and hop 
should be cultivated intensively on the principle of right crop on right 
soil and their output be increased steadily, while the vegetable produc- 
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tion bases around towns and workers’ settlements should be further rein- 
forced. 

During the plan period, on the basis of expansion of arable land and 
increased land utility rate, the area under grains should be increased 
from 2,280,000 jungbo to 2,520,000 jungbo, of which the area of paddy 
fields should be increased to 700,000 jungbo, the area under maize to 
1,000,000 jungbo and the area for bean cultivation to 650,000 jungbo. 


Higher output per unil area through the development of intensive 
farming constitutes the basic way of increasing the production of grain 
and other crops. During the plan period, per jungbo output of paddy 
should reach 4-5 tons; maize 2.5-3 tons; flax more than 1.5 tons and to- 
bacco upwards of 1.4 tons. 


A big progress should be made in the widespread application of 
chemicals in agriculture to increase the per-unit-area output of crops. 


During the plan period, the supply of chemical fertilizers should 
continuously increase to boost per jungbo manuring to upwards of 57C 
kg, and the composition of chemical fertilizers should be steadily improv- 
ed to suit the condition of soil and the traits of crops. With a view to 
thoroughly preventing the damage by noxious insects, killing weeds and 
accelerating the growth of crops, during the plan period, the supply of 
agricultural chemicals such as insecticides, germicides, weed killers and 
crop-growing stimulatives should be trebled. 


Along with this, more home-made manure should be made and ap- 
plied, and the soil management system improved in conformity with the 
climatic and natural features of different regions. 


The new strains of paddy that resist noxious insects and never fall, 
the strains of early maturing, high yielding wheat and maize for two- 
crop cultivation and new strains of crops best suited to highlands, frosty 
and damp area or tideland should be reared by improving and strength- 
ening seed raising. 

State seed farms should be expanded, and the seed raising at agri- 
cultural co-operatives improved and strengthened under a single system 
of the state so as to produce in large quantities interbred strains of maize 
and selected seeds of various crops, and renew all the strains that have 
in recent years become degenerated and crossbred. 

Livestock Farming: Radical changes must be brought about in live- 
stock farming during the Seven-Year Plan period by thoroughly imple- 
menting the Party policy for advancing chiefly the animal breeding at 
state agro-stock farms and the common breeding at agricultural co-op- 
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eratives and, in parallel with this, developing the cattle raising by agri- 
cultural co-operative members as a side occupation. 

The number of major cattle and poultry should reach the following 
level by 1967:

In livestock farming, efforts should be concentrated on propagating 
hogs and grass-eating animals such as sheep, goats and rabbits, and 
more cows should be converted into milch cows as the agricultural me- 
chanization proceeds. 

To create firm fodder bases, the key to the development of livestock 
farming, production of hay and succulent fodder must be increased and 
resources of natural grass should be actively utilized. 

Synthetic urea and antibiotic fodder must be effectively used and 
fermenting treatment of fodder extensively undertaken. 

Breeding work should be improved ‘to replace all cattle by superior 
strains, while a scientific breeding and tending system should be set up 
and anti-epidemic work for animals be intensified, to increase constantly 
the productivity of cattle. 


Poiiculture and Sericulture: In our country with small arable land, 
it acquires greal importance for the national economy to make the most 
of mountains for large-scale development of fruit growing and silkworm 
raising. 

In the plan period, 250,000 jungbo of orchards and 40,000 jungbo of 
mulberry fields should be created, bringing the total area of orchards to 
$50,000 jungbo and that of mulberry fields to 100,000 jungbo. 

In fruit growing, different kinds of fruit trees and different varieties 
of fruits, should be planted in conformity with the climate and natural 
features of each region so as to produce a great variety of fruits, while 
laying main stress on apple and grape growing. State nurseries and ex- 
perienced agricultural co-operatives should expand in a big way the pro- 
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duction of saplings to meet satisfactorily the demands for fruits sapl- 
ings. Advanced fruit growing methods and fine experiences should be 
widely introduced and damage by blight should be thoroughly prevented 
to increase the per jungbo yield of fruits and to further improve their 
quality. 

In sericuliure, main emphasis should be laid on domestic silkworm 
raising and, at the same time, tussah and castor bean silkworm raising 
should be further developed. Cocoon output must be markedly increased 
by improving the work of manuring and tending the mulberry trees, 
by expanding the tussah worm forest and area under castor-bean and by 
positively introducing advanced breeding methods. 


Timber Industry: In the Seven-Year Plan period 800,000 jungbo of 
afforestation should be carried out and the forests of little use converted 
into economicaily useful plants. Especially, quick growing trees such as 
poplar and white ash tree should be extensively planted to meet the de- 
mands for raw imaterials for pulp and paper-making, and oil-bearing trees 
such as pine-nut and walnut trees and chestnut trees and other wild fruit 
trees should also be planted extensively, 

Along with the plants of economic value, water conservation forests, 
soil conservation forests and field-protective forests should be created 
continuously, and shelter belt planting should be stepped up in the east 
and west cuast areas. 

Afforestation, protection and conservancy work of forests should be 
extensively carried on through a nation-wide drive by stepping up the 
education of the people in the spirit of valuing plants; and caterpillars, 
torest fire and other damages to the forests should be thoroughly 
eliminated. 

It is necessary to further reinforce the agricultural co-operatives and 
state agro-stock farms in order to accomplish the vast Seven-Year Plan 
in agriculture and accelerate the growth of agricultural production. 

For strengthening the agricultural co-operatives, the state should 
give continued material and technical aid to them, communist conscious- 
ness and the cultural and technical standards of the co-operative members 
should be enhanced, and democracy in the agricultural co-operatives 
should be further developed. 

Agricultural co-cperatives should correctly draw up their plans, con- 
centrate main efforts on farming, and develop agricultural production in 
a many-sided way by mobilizing latent reserves in full, thus increasing 
the incomes of the co-operatives and selling to the state more grain, 
meat, vegetables and other farm produce. 
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Agricultural co-operatives should strictly abide by the socialist prin- 
ciple of distribution and steadily increase the incomes of the co-op mem- 
overs and, at the same time, should systematically augment the common 
accumulation for fortifying their material foundation. 


State agro-stock farms should be set up in the newly reclaimed are- 
as including tideland and highlands, and province-run agro-stock farms 
should be kept in good order and reinforced. 


In the plan period, ineat output at state agro-stock farms should be 
increased more than 4 times and fruit output 2.3 times. The state agro- 
stock farms should widely introduce new scientific and technical succes- 
ses, improve business management and considerably reduce production 
cost, 


IV. TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS 


In the field of transport, technical reconstruction should be carried 
out and the utility rate of means of transport should be raised in every 
way in order fully to meet the growing requirements of all branches of 
the national economy for transport. 


In the Seven-Year Plan period the railway freight should be increas- 
ed 2 times and freight turnover 1.9 times, cargo transport by water 2.3 
times and its turnover 7 times, by motor 2.9 times. 


It is the basic line of development in railway transport to electrify 
the railways throughout the country. 


In the plan period, the electrification of the major trunk lines and the 
sections with steep grades or sharp curves should, in the main, be com- 
pleted, by electrifying the Pyongyang-Shinuijoo, Pyongyang-Kaesong, 
Pyongyang-Chungjin, Hichun-Koin, Pyongyang-Dukchun and Kowon- 
Pyunggang lines. 

The semi-automation of interlocking signal and block systems should 
be completed on the trunk lines, and their automation should be pushed 
ahead step by step. 


In the plan period the building of the Pyungsan-Bokke line should 
be completed; the Chungjin-Rajin line should be newly laid; the Anbyun- 
Kosung line restored; and the narrow-gauge lines in the area of South 
Hwanghai Province should be replaced by broad-gauge. Certain sections 
of the trunk lines should be double-tracked, yard tracks of the stations 
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extended, and more than 1,400 km of railways should be replaced by 
heavy rails. 

To deal with the rapid'y growing volume of railway transport, more 
than 200 electric and diesel engines, over 13,000 freight cars of various 
types and more than 450 passenger cars should be supplied to the field 
of railway transport in the plan period. 

By 1967 the turn-round time of freight cars should be reduced to 2.5 
days or less and the average haulage weight of freight trains should be 
increased to upwards of 1,000 tons by raising the utility rate of rolling 
stock. 

Water transport should be developed on an extensive scale to ease 
the strain on the railway transport and to ensure 4 more smooth freight 
carriage in the national economy. 

In sea transport, inshore transport should be ensured; combined rail- 
sea communication should be expanded; and, especially, cargo shipment 
by our own vessels should be developed in foreign trade. Such major sea 
ports as Nampo, Heungnam, Chungjin, Wonsan and Danchun should be 
reconstructed and expanded with modern facilities so as to accommodate 
big boats. 


To develop the river transport, new routes should be opened on such 
major rivers as the Yalu, Taidong and Jairyung rivers; piers and ports 
be built; and their technical equipment be improved. 

In motor transport, the utility rate of automobiles should be 
raised, roads and bridges be repaired and expanded, and certain sections 
of trunk roads and roads around Pyongyang and in major townships be 
paved. With the rapid development of the automobile industry, the num- 
ber of lorries should be increased over 1.9 times in the plan period. 

For facilitating the passenger traffic, more passenger trains should 
be operated; suburban and commuters’ train services centering around 
urban communilies and workers’ settlements should be expanded; and at 
ihe same time, city transport services should be further perfected. 

In the domain oi communications, the growing demands of industri- 
al communications should be met in full; various networks of communi- 
cations in the countryside should be rapidly expanded and their quality 
be considerably improved. 

The total length of telegraphic and telephone circuits should be ex- 
tended through conderisation of the existing trunk lines of communica- 
tions; the capacity of telephone exchange in each provincial, city or coun- 
ty centre should be expanded; the proportion of automatic telephones 
should be increased; and, at the same time, cable lines should be gradu- 
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ally introduced for telegraphic lines. Wire communication facilities should 
be perfected so as to link up every ri to the grid of direct telephone ser- 
vice, and telephone facilities should be gradually extended even to the 
field work teams of agricultural co-operatives. 

The output of radio transmission should be raised and its technical 
equipment improved, and TV_ broadcasting stations should be set 
up in Pyongyang and other major cities. 

The through-wire radio network should be further extended and every 
village be furnished with broadcasting facilities. 


V. CAPITAL CONSTRUCTION 


For the successful implementation of the grand nature-remaking pro- 
gramme outlined in the Seven-Year Plan and for ensuring high rates of 
extended reproduction and a radical improvement in the people’s living, 
it is necessary to carry out a vast scale of capital construction in all 
branches cf the national economy. 

In the Seven-Year Plan period the state capital construction invest- 
ments should amount to 7,000 million won, or 2.3 times as much as in 
the preceding 7 years, and the total capital construction investments in- 
clusive of those financed by the agricultural co-operatives reach 7,800 
million won, 

In the plan period 81 per cent of the state capital investments will 
go to productive constructicn and 19 per cent to non-productive construc- 
tion. Of the state capital investments 58 per cent will be appropriated for 
industrial construction, 12 per cent for agricultural construction, and 
10 per cent for the construction of transport and communication facili- 
ties respectively. Of the investments in industrial construction 75 per 
cent will be channeled to the construction of heavy industry and 25 per 
cent to light industry. Of the investments in non-productive construction 
44 per cent will be earmarked for housing construction and 30 per cent 
for the construction of educational, cultural and public health establish- 
ments. 

In order to ensure the carrying out of the vast capital construction, 
deep attention must be devoted to heightening the economie effectiveness 
of the investments. 

The existing production space should be utilized to the utmost to in- 
stall more equipment; more workshops should be housed in one building; 
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new buildings should be attached to the old ones; and equipment may be 
installed outdoors, in so far as it is not detrimental to production, so as 
to reduce the cost of building to the minimum. If there are favourable 
raw material and other conditions, factories of similar or allied in- 
dustries should be built around the existing factories. Proper order should 
te sirictly fixed; investments should be concentrated on the major pro- 
jects already undertaken; and priority be given to those projects that can 
be commissioned at an earlier date. 

The key to the successful carrying out of capital construction lies in 
continuously carrying through the Party policy of industrialization of 
construction and in strenuously waging the technical innovation move- 
ment in the field of construction. 


We should gradually turn the construction sites into assembly places 
by further raising the proportion of prefab methods in industrial con- 
struction and by perfecting prefab methods in housing construction. 

By 1967 the proportion of prefab methods should be raised to 58 per 
cent in industrial construction, to 86 per cent in housing construction 
and to more than 65 per cent in the construction of public establishments. 


In industrial construction the work of standardizing structural parts 
and elements should be improved and strengthened; standard designs 
should be widely applied in building local industry factories and auxili- 
ary buildings. 

In all construction, navvy work, conveyance, loading and uriload- 
ing and other arduous, labour-consuming work should all be mechanized, 
and majer operations such as excavation, concrete mixing, and gravel 
and sand extraction should be mechanized comprehensively. 


The building of a powerful base for the production of prefabricated 
parts and elements is an important guarantee for accelerating industri- 
alization of construction. 


In the first 3 years oi the plan period bases for large-scale produc- 
tion of prefabricated details and parts for industrial construction should 
be set up in major towns and industrial centres, while the existing fac- 
tories producing structural parts and elements should be consolidated 
and their technical equipment be improved. 


In order to make prefabricated structures and parts as large and 
light as possible, the production of structural parts and elements made 
from porous silicate and such light materials as coal ashes, slags, pu- 
mice-stone, etc., should be expanded, while the vertical method of casting 
structures and parts is widely introduced. Emphasis should be laid on 
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the production of concrete elements and parts and of prestressed rein- 
forced concrete structures which consume less metal; the plastering at 
the construction sites should be gradually abolished by producing comple- 
tely plastered structural elements and parts. 

In accordance with the decisions of the March 1961 Plenum of the 
Party Central Committee, such designs and methods of construction as 
economizing to the maximum metal, timber and other building materials 
should be actively contrived and applied in construction. New architectu- 
ral desigtis and forms such as parabolic-shaped industrial buildings ana 
wing-shaped concrete buildings should be widely applied; reinforced con- 
crete and thin-wall structural elements should be boldly introduced in 
place of steel-frame structures. 

In order to develop Pyongyang, Hamheung, Chungjin and other 
cities of our country into well-planned, beautiful modern cities, the urban 
construction work should be energetically pushed forward without letup. 

In urban construction, an end must be put to the tendency of carry- 
ing out construction projects everywhere in one and the same way; con- 
struction must be undertaken with due regard to the prospects of develop- 
ment and the local features of each town; excessive concentration of the 
population in big cities must be prevented by gradually forming satellite 
towns around a big city, The construction of technical facilities should 
be kept ahead of other work and the line of intensively building one 
block after another should be maintained. 

Along with the urban construction, the city management should be 
further improved. Repair and maintenance of buildings and installations 
should be conducted in a planned way, and a broad mass movement 
should be unfolded for laying out greeneries in towns. 

In the countryside, while laying main emphasis on the productive 
construction, the building of dwellings, cultural and welfare establish- 
ments should be carried on in a big way. Dwelling houses should be lo- 
cated on hillsides and slopes to the advantage of agricultural production 
and the life of the peasantry. 

For the successiul carrying out of housing construction in the rural 
areas, the state should organize and operate rural construction teams 
in each county, which will be supplied with machines, equipment and ma- 
terials necessary for rural construction. Funds of the agricultural co-op- 
eratives and local building material sources should be widely enlisted in 
rural construction. 

The basic problem calling for an urgent solution in the field of con- 
struction is the improvement of its quality. 
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The struggle shculd be intensified to build convenient, beautiful and 
durable buildings with due regard to the customs and sentiments of our 
people by giving socialist content to the national forms of buildings in 
iine with the requirements of modern architecture. 

For making the most rational use of the land and resources of the 
couniry and building well-planned towns and villages, a national 
construction plan should be drawn up in due course for the whole coun- 
try and the state capital construction be carried on under a single plan. 


VI. DEVELOPMENT OF EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


Today when the technical revolution is in full swing, the demand 
for technical personnel is more urgent than ever before. In order to make 
the training of technical personnel keep pace with the high rate of the 
development of the country’s productive forces and the technical revolu- 
tion, the whole Party must pay attention to developing education work 
and train technicians and specialists more, better and faster, by turning 
to account all conditions and possibilities. 

With the target of increasing the number of engineers and special- 
ists to 230,000 and technicians and secondary specialists to over 
600,000 by 1970, 176,000 engineers and specialists and upwards 
of 460,000 technicians and secondary specialists should be turned 
out in the plan period. Particular emphasis should be laid on educating 
technical personnel in the fields of machines, electricity, chemistry, geo- 
logy, transport, light industry, fishery, agriculture, livestock breeding and 
public health service, who are vitally needed for the development of the 
national economy. 

In order to ensure the marked growth of the ranks of technical ca- 
dres, in the plan period the number of colleges should be increased from 
78 to 128 and that of students from 97,000 to 227,000, more higher techni- 
cal schools should be set up and the number of students of higher tech- 
nical schools increased 24.7 times, 

We must continue to carry through the Party policy of developing 
various types of higher educational systems for those who are learning 
while working, along with the higher educational system for full-time 
students. In particuJar, the factory colleges whose advantages have been 
proved in practice should be considerably increased in number and ex- 
panded so as to train en masse from among the working class competent 
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tecnnical cadres who are proficient in theory and have practical experi- 
ences. 

Education through the correspondence course in each college and 
higher technical school should be actively developed to enrol in the cor- 
respondence education network managerial personnel of factories, enter- 
prises and agricultural cooperatives and other cadres in office and train 
them into able specialists with knowledge of advanced science and tech- 
nology. 

The adult education work should be stepped up, the systems for tech- 
nical study in factories and mills should be further developed, and the 
Party slegan that everybody should master more than one kind of tech- 
nique should be put into practice. 

It is the most important task before the popular education to bring up 
the younger generation to become versatile socialist builders armed with 
modern science and technology. 

A nine year technical compulsory education should be effected 
throughout the country in the Seven-Year Plan period on the basis of 
the achievements made by the enforcement of the secondary compulsory 
education system. 

By. bringing schools closer to practical life and firmly linking educa- 
tion with productive labour, public education organs should bring up the 
younger generation to become civilized workers in the new society pos- 
sessed of general and technical knowledge. 

Schools of all levels should intensify the education of communism 
and revolutionary tradition among the. students, in order to bring up the 
younger generation to become men of a new type who are faithful to the 
Party and the revolution, who selflessly serve the interests of the society 
and the collective, and never yield to any difficulty. 


In order to strengthen the material and techiical foundation of col- 
leges and other schools of various levels, an aggregate of 3,270,000 
Square metres of school buildings, practice work-shops, libraries, 
and laboratories should be constructed in the plan period. The capacity 
of printing educational publications should be enhanced to publish more 
textbooks, supplementary publications, etc. and the manufacture of edu- 
cational instruments and materials should be stepped up so as to provide 
an adequate amount of teaching aids and experimental equipment of vari- 
ous kinds. 

Development of science and technology is the key to en over-all 
technical reconstruction of the national economy and to the attainment 
of a high level of productive forces of the socialist society. 
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Scientific and technological problems arising in practical activities 
of socialist construction should be solved in time, and the achievements 
made in the fields of science by progressive mankind should be constantly 
absorbed to lift the science of our country to the world level in all spheres 
in a short period of time. 


The important mission of our country’s science at the present moment 
is to actively serve the technical revolution. Systematic efforts should be 
made to contrive farm machines, fishery equipment, mining and construc- 
tion machines and various other machines and equipment suitable to the 
specific conditions of our country, to design high-efficiency automatic ma- 
chines and automatic apparatus and work out effective ways of automa- 
lion. 

Scientists and technicians should investigate the natural wealth of 
the country and work out measures for its rational exploitation; at the 
same time, they should concentrate on firmly establishing a self-supporting 
industrial system based on domestic resources. 

The high basicity fluxed sintering method, production of coke by using 
anthracite, and the continuous steel-making from granulated iron should 
be perfected to solve the problem of developing at an early date the fer- 
rous-metallurgical industry by using anthracite which is abundant in our 
country. 

Especially urgent is research work on accelerating the application of 
chemistry in the national economy on the basis of domestic resources and 
introducing the process of consuming less electricity in industry. The achie- 
vements of the research work on gasifying anthracite should be extended 
and introduced to the chemical industry including production of synthetic 
ammonium, the metallurgical industry and various other branches of the 
national economy; and the task of production of carbide by oxygen heat, 
electric furnace steel making by means of oxygen blast and introduction 
of oxygen converter process should be completely solved. 

Along with this, research work should be continued to develop syn- 
thetic fibre and synthetic resin industries which use the raw materials 
that are inexhaustible in our country, such as anthracite and limestone, 
and to industrialize the production of synthetic rubber. 

New branches of science should be set up, the latest achievements 
of science and technology be extensively introduced into the national eco- 
nomy, and major basic branches of science should be actively developed. 

Research work on the peaceful use of atomic energy should be pushed 
ahead under a far-reaching plan so as to extensively apply radioactive 
isotopes and radioactive rays to industry, agriculture and various other 
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fields and necessary various radioactive isotopes and gauges shoula be 
produced. 

More profound research shouid be made into supersonic waves and 
high frequencies to effectively introduce them into production and con- 
struction, and the precesses of producing semi-conductor materials with 
domestic raw materials should be established and the scope of their ap- 
plication expanded. 

Such basic branches of science as mathematics, physics, dynamics, 
biology aid theoretical chemistry should be further developed, and, in 
particular, priority should be given to the development of science of cal- 
culation, theory of automation, semi-conductor engineering, nucleonics and 
radio electronics which are closely related to the development of up-to-date 
science and technology. 

In the field of agricultural science, efforts should be concentrated on 
the solution of urgent problems such as the breeding of new, high-yielding 
seeds, and good strains of livestock, and estabiishment of scientific farm- 
ing methods suitable to climate and soil conditions of various areas: in the 
field of medica! science, modern medical science should be developed in 
parallel with the traditional herb medicine, and folk remedies inherited 
irom our ancestors should be systematized theoretically. 

For the purpose of systematically educating competent cadres in the 
fields of education and science, colleges and scientific institutions must 
newly open or expand the post-graduate course and doctoral institute and 
improve their. work, and must considerably increase the number of doc- 
tors, professors and others with academic degrees and titles in the plan 
period. 

Scientific institutions should be expanded, sufficient material condi- 
lions necessary for the research work be ensured and a single guidance 
system for scientific work should be established so the scientists can con- 
centrate collective wisdom and efforts on the solution of important and 
urgent tasks. 


Vit. IMPROVEMENT OF THE MATERIAL AND CULTURAL 
STANDARDS OF THE PEOPLE 


It is an important programmatic task confronting our Party to achieve 
the radical improvement of the people’s living standard in the shortest 
possible time on the basis of a great upsurge of production. 
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In the plan period the national income should increase 2.7 
times and the income of the working people increase systematically while 
rationally co-ordinating accumulations and consumption, and ensuring a 
high rate of extended reproduction. 

In seven years accumulation fund should be increased 2.8 times and 
consumption fund 2.4 times. 

The principle of proportionate improvement in the living standards 
of factory and office workers and the peasants as a whole should be 
strictly observed, while rationally fixing scales of wages of workers in all 
branches of the national economy and ensuring an even growth of the in- 
comes of peasants in different districts. 

The number of factory and office workers in the national economy 
should be increased 1.5 times, bringing their total number to over 
2,330,000 in 1967. 

For the improvement of the material well-being of the people, the 
retail prices of daily necessaries should be reduced in the plan period. 

The income tax of factory and office workers, agricultural tax-in-kind 
and local tax should be abolished, thereby freeing finally the entire popula- 
tion from all burdens of taxation. 

In accordance with the Party line for providing a more plentiful and 
convenient life for the people through education, public health, culture, 
welfare and various other cost-free social services, the state expenditures 
for social and cultural services should be increased 1.6 times in the plan 
period. 

Thanks to a series of popular measures to be taken by the Party and 
the Government, in 1967 the per household real incomes of factory and 
office workers and peasants’ real incomes will grow over twice as much 
as in 1960. 

Commodity supply should be radically improved to keep pace with 
the rapidly growing purchasing power of the population and the changes 
in their demands. 

In the plan period the turnover of retail trade by the state and co- 
operative trading organizations should be increased 3.2 times. 

Sales of major consumer goods should grow as follows:

The trade networks should be extended and their facilities further 
modernized; more specialized stores should be set up for fabrics, footwear, 
ready-made clothes and other major items. For the purpose of supplying 
all the year round such foodstuffs as fresh meat, marine products, vege- 
tables and fruit, the groceries and restaurants should be completely equip- 
ped with cold storages; cold storages and storage facilities in towns and 
workers’ settlements should be expanded. 

The cultural level and service in trade should be decisively enhanced 
by packing and delivering commodities and well organizing nocturnal 
and itinerary shops as well as mail order sales. 

The role of wholesale trade should be enhanced in order to correct- 
ly distribute goods in conformity with the particular demands varying 
with localities, sections of the population and seasons; the influence of 
trade upen production should be further strengthened. 

For the convenience of the population and for easing the household 
burden of women, the public catering networks shouid be extended; parti- 
cularly, the number of restaurants catering to the family should be in- 
creased, and the production of semi-processed foods should be organized 
on a wide scale. 

Taking into consideration the sharp increase in the marketable farm 
produce and the change in its qualitative structure, the procurement sys- 
tem should be improved along the line of specializing procurement 
agencies according to different kinds of agricultural products; the level 
of planning should be further enhanced in this field. Efforts should be 
made to bring procurement activity closer to the producers; the methods 
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of procurement should be improved and the prices and specifications of 
goods be fixed correctly on the principle of properly combining the in- 
terests oi the state with those of peasants. 


Housing construction should be undertaken on a large scale to solve 
satisfactorily the housing problem of the working people. 


During the Seven-Year Plan multi-storey houses for 600,000 families 
should be built in towns and 600,000 modern dwellings in the country- 
side. In big cities central heating should be introduced step by step, and 
the supply of gas and hot water for household use should be ensured. 


Together with this, bathhouses, barber shops, laundries, hotels and 
various other public service establishments, as well as repair facilities for 
household utensils and articles for cultural purpose should be further ex- 
tended. 

In keeping with the magnificent realities of our socialist construction, 
all-round efflorescence and development of culture and art in our coun- 
try should be ensured strictly on the basis of the literature and art policy 
of the Party. 


For the purpose of further consolidating the material basis for. the 
development of national culture, a large number of cultural establish- 
ments should be built in the plan period, among them theatres including 
the East Pyongyang Grand Theatre, cinemas, museums, libraries, club- 
houses, etc. In the film industry, Film Studio No. 2, a documentary film 
studio, and a film reproduction shop should be built; in 1967 more than 
230 various films including 40 feature films should be produced. 


In all work places and schools in town and the countryside, circles of 
literature, drama, music, dance, and physical culture should be run actively 
and mass culture and art and physical culture should be developed briskly. 

During the Seven-Year Plan period the circulation of newspapers 
should be increased 3.2 times, magazines and books 3.4 times, and their 
quality should be further improved as a whole. 


In order to promote the health of the working people the public 
health services should be further developed. 

Prophylactic lines should be maintained; hygienic work should be 
undertaken at all times with vigor in towns and the countryside; .and 
efforts should be concentrated on curative and prophylactic work with 
regard to diseases of high incidence. 

The city and county public hospitals and each village clinic should 
be expanded and many doctors should be assigned to them. In this way 
the section doctor system, an advanced system of medical services, should 
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be introduced at an early date. Maternity homes, children’s hospitals, 
tuberculosis hospitals and other specialized hospitals should be opened 
in various places. 

In the plan period the number of doctors should be increased 4.4 
times and that of hospita! beds 3 times. More sanatoria should be built 
in the vicinity of major hot springs and spas, and their accommodation 
should be expanded. 


In order to bring up children creditably and afford convenience to 
mothers, more creches and kindergartens should be set up and managed 
in a cultural way, and their work considerably improved. 


The Seven-Year Plan envisages a colossal scale of construction and 
a high rate of growth in production in all fields of the national economy. 

For the implementation of this vast programme, the whole Party and 
the entire people, firmly united with a monolithic will, should make con- 
tinued advance and innovations and devote all their energies, talents and 
resources to the upbuilding of socialism. 

What is most important for the carrying out of the Seven-Year Pian 
is to decisively enhance the level of guidance of the leading functionaries 
in all fields. 

Today, our people is full of enthusiasm to expedite the complete vic- 
tory of socialism and the unification of the country, and the Party line 
and policy clearly illumine the path to be traversed by them. In these con- 
ditions all our success depends entirely upon the level of guidance of the 
leading officials including functionaries of ministries, administration bure- 
aus, enterprises and government bodies of all levels. 


Without enhancing their political and business qualifications in keep- 
ing with the actual requirements of the development of the national eco- 
nomy, we cannot take even a step forward, nor can we tackle the tasks 
of the Seven-Year Plan. 


Under whatever circumstances, leading functionaries must become 
able to cope with all problems skillfully with a firm political view-point 
of their own. To do so, they must arm themselves firmly with Marxist- 
Leninist theory and the Party ideas, deeply study and grasp the Party 
policies, and become competent political workers possessing noble traits 
worthy of a revolutionary as well as the revolutionary sweep. Further- 
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more, the leading personnel must acquire advanced scientific knowledge, 
especially, accurate knowledge of socialist economic construction, so that 
they may get a mastery of their work and manage socialist economy in 
a planned manner and with credit. 

Let the whoie Party study! This is a militant slogan of the Party to- 
day. All personnel who work as leading staff in all fields of economic and 
cultural construction, must always make strenuous efforts to study while 
working, to raise their political and theoretical level and broaden their 
technical and economic knowledge. 


The most important thing in the guidance of the national economy is 
to keep political work ahead of other work, The Party organizations of all 
levels and all the leading functionaries should clearly explain the require- 
ments of our revolution and the Party’s intention to the working people, 
discuss with the masses about how to carry out the Seven-Year Plan and 
actively marshal their wisdom and creative faculties in socialist construc- 
tion. 


The leading personnel of government bodies of all levels and of eco- 
nomic and cultural institutions, under the guidance of their Party com- 
mittees, must put all problems to collective discussion, accurately give out 
assignments and correctly organize the execution of the Party policy 
Especially, they must concentrate their force on organizational work to 
bring the entire Party members and working people to action, to provide 
them with adequate conditions for work, and to show profound solicitude 
for the life of the working people. 


To carry forward with ail consistency the Chungsanri method, which 
gave an occasion tn a great change in socialist construction in our coun- 
try, is an important guarantee for the successful fulfilment of the Seven- 
Year Plan. 


The entire ieading functionaries should keep their guidance close to 
the subordinate, turn it into a living work with the people at the point of 
production, correctly grasp the main link in the whole chain of questions 
and do their utmost for its solution, constantly set a new example and 
popularize it, so as to bring about innovations in all work. 

The Seven-Year Plan is a plan of over-all technical reconstruction. 
Without continuous introduction of new technique and bold renovation of 
technique all the country over, the high level of productive forces of so- 
cialist society cannot be attained. 

A wide-scale technical innovation movement should be vigorously 
unfolded in all fields of the national economy—a movement for making 
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better use of the existing machines and equipment, for abolishing old 
norms and nominal capacities and constantly setting up new norms and 
new records, for completely replacing primitive technique with modern 
machines and technology and gradually going over to automation. 

It is of importance to enlist the broad masses in the technical inno- 
valion movement. This movement must be pushed ahead vigorously as a 
movement of the whole Party, of the entire people, thereby stimulating the 
entire working people to come forward as one for the accomplishment 
of the honourable and lofty tasks of the technical revolution. 


A resolute struggle must be waged continuously against conservai- 
ism, passivity and mystery about technology; the tendency towards un- 
derestimating the importance of science and relying on small experience, 
too, must be thoroughly overcome. 


Creative co-operation between workers and technicians should be 
further strengthened; living experience acquired in the course of labour 
should be fully combined with sciences. 


The planning of technical progress should be improved in all fields 
of the national economy and the problems arising in the technical revolu- 
tion should be solved in a far-sighted way. 

For the successful fulfilment of the Seven-Year Plan labour produc- 
tivity should be raised, a regime of strict economy be observed and all the 
latent reserves be put to full use in all fields or the national economy. 

The entire Party members and working people should combat degra- 
dation, lead a modest life, fight against waste and practise economy in 
all fields, turning to account all the resources in socialist construction. 


Utmost attention should be directed to enhancing labour productivity 
and saving labour power. 

In the plan period labour productivity should be raised 2.2 times in 
industry and 1.6 times in capital construction; 75 to 80 per cent of the in- 
crease of the total industria! output value should be achieved through the 
rise of the productivity of labour. 

In all fields of the national economy technical innovations should be 
energetically promoted; the qualifications of the working people in techni- 
que and skills should be raised; organization of work should be cons- 
tantly bettered and labour discipline further strengthened. 

In all fields of the national economy a ‘struggle should be vigorously 
waged as a mass movement for making the most of the existing produc- 
tion space and equipment and for reducing the consumption of electric 
power, coal, structural steel, timber and other materials. 
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At every factory and construction site the level of planning should be 
raised, business activities be further improved, the cost accountancy and 
section cost-accounting system be strengthened. In this way, the cost of 
products and construction should be systematically reduced. 


In the plan period the cost should be reduced by 28 per cent in indus- 
try, by 11 per cent in capital construction and 28 per cent in railway 
transport. 

The most important guarantee of the fulfilment of the Seven-Year 
Plan lies in giving full play to the enthusiasm of the masses in socialist 
construction by strengthening the communist education of the working 
people. 

The lofty ideas of the working people, who are ready to dedicate all 
their energies and talents to the cause of the fatherland and the people 
and to their own happiness, are a factor of decisive importance in develop- 
ing productive forces and heightening labour productivity. 


The socialist principle of distribution according to work performed 
should be strictly observed so that the zeal of the working people for 
production may be heightened in every way. At the same time education 
in communism and the revolutionary tradition of the Party should be 
strengthened so the working people go through fire and water for carrying 
out the programmatic tasks set by the Party. 


The popular masses should be united still more firmly around the 
Party; the spirit should be promoted of loving boundlessly the socialist 
fatherland, resolutely safeguarding the revolutionary gains and making 
uninterrupted innovation and continued advance. 


By establishing the communist spirit of labour and lofty collective 
morality among the working people, every worker, every farmer and every 
intellectual should be made to honour labour and have a high sense of 
pride in their participation in socialist construction, and to struggle de- 
votedly for the prosperity of the country and the happiness of the entire 
people, helping each other and pulling each other forward. 


The Chullima work-team movement, a great school of communism for 
the working masses, should be actively developed. 


Enormous are the significance and vitality of this movement in edu- 
cating and transforming all people into enthusiastic socialist builders and 
in mustering the inexhaustible creative power of the masses. 

By pushing ahead the Chullima work-team movement on a larger and 
wider scale, we should give occasion to collective innovation everywhere, 
and vigorously accelerate the onward movement towards socialism, 
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We must see to it that more Chullima work-teams and shops are set 
up and the entire working people become glorious Chullima riders and 
devote all their energies and wisdom to build a prosperous and mighty 
country at a still faster pace by united effort. 


The economic and technical ties and co-operation with the peoples of 
the Soviet Union, the Chinese People’s Republic and other socialist coun- 
tries. should be further strengthened. 


The fraternal peoples of the socialist countries continue to give active 
support and encouragement to our people striving to realize the industri- 
alization of the country, and this is a reliable guarantee for us to carry out 
successiully the Seven-Year Plan. 


We should develop our national economy in still closer co-operation 
with all ihe fraternal countries, and further consolidate the foundation for 
an independent economy of our country by strengthening the economic, 
scientific and technical co-operation with the countries of the socialist 
camp. 

The Seven-Year Plan for the Development of the National Economy 
is a magnificent programme of socialist construction for the prosperity and 
development of the country and for the promotion of the well-being of the 
people. 

With the fulfilment of this plan our country will become a socialist 
industrial state with a modern industry and a developed agriculture, 
where science and culture will flower in full bloom and the entire people 
will enjoy a plentiful, civilized life.
